Springfield, Ill, April 10.—[Special. }— 
State's Attorney Edmund Burke of Sanga- 
mon county is ready to open fire upon Edward 
Hines or any others who may be caught in 
perjury by the Helm bribery investigating 
committee.

PARALLELS FITZGERALD CASE 


Refuses to Tell Why He Left and 
Asserts He Has Been Visit- 
ing Relatives. 


WITHOUT BONDSMEN, GOES TO JAIL 


John J. Daly, head of the wholesale stamp 
department of the Chicago postoffice, who 
stands accused of taking $8,500in government 
funds, walked into the federal building last 
night and gave himself up. He was locked up 
in the county jail 

A week ago he disappeared just before the 
finding of the shortage in his department. 

Daly’s first statement protested his inno- 
cence in spite of his syrrender, A lawyer 
accompanied him and backed up his declara- 
tion Which presages that the case of the 
missing $8,500 may in a sense be’a parallel 
of the $173,000 subtreasury robbery, for which 
George W. Fitzgerald is now under indict- 
ment. In each case the money is gone and 
can't be found. The men accused simply 
deny their guilt. The government authori- 
ties, however, will prosecute Daly, regarding 
him as guilty. . 


Brings Lawyer with Him. 

Daly appeared at the federal building 
with Daniel V. Harkin, attorney for the 
family, insisting that he was innocent and 
declaring that he did not know why he 
had run away from Chicago. He was taken 
by Postoffice Inepector James E. Stuart be- 
fore United States Commissioner Mark E. 
Foote and formally charged with appropriat- 
ing government funds as an employé of the 
United States | 

Daly GFHTEH the $10,000 bond 
fixed by Commissioner Foote and was taken 
to the county jail for the night by United 
States deputy 4marshals. Arraignment of 
Daly was continued by the commissioner 
until tomorrow morning, when Attorney Har- 
kin promises he will have bondsmen for his 
client. 


Has 15 Cents on Return. 

Daly’s explanation of his disappearance is 
a puzzle to Postoffice Inspector Stuart and 
his men, who have been searching in vain 
for the missing man. While he ineists he Is 
innocent of the accusation made against him, 
he is unable to furnish any explanation for 
the disappearance of the money from his 
department. He said he had not enough 
money to take him 200 miles from Chicago 
when he left town and 15 cente was the 
amount of money on his person when he ar- 
rived in Chicago yesterday. 

“J don’t even know why I left town,” he 
said at night. “I had heard rumors of a 
shortage in my department and knew that 
the postoffice inspectofs were checking up 
on all the accounts. I was worrying a good 
deal and I simply left town without knowing 
why or reasoning what the result would be. 


Visited Brother in Laporte. 

It was learned that Daly had at no time 
been further from Chicago than Laporte, 
Ind., where he has a brother. He visited 
there for several days last Week and passed 
the est of the time at other small towns in 
Indiana. His traveling was all cone on 
interurban trolley lines, and in this way 
he avoided the railway trains, which have 
been closely watched by the federal authori- 
ties. 

It was asserted by a friend of the family 
that Daly had communicated with his wife 
the latter part of last week, telling her not to 
worry, that he was safe and in good health. 
His first act after arriving in Chicago was 
to telephone to Mrs. Daly and tell her he 
had resolved to give himself up. 


Wife Surprised at Return. 

Mrs. Daly at the family residence, 2946 
Walnut etreet, in the evening declared she 
knew nothing of the return of her husband 
when a reporter asked if he had come home 
before giving himself into custody at the 
federal building. At the mention of her hus- 
band Mrs. Daly became highly excited and 
talked wildly of his trouble. 

“I won't talk to the newspapers, They 
already have insinuated things about a wom- 
an that are absolutely untrue, I want to 
say nothing. I wish I could find him; I don’t 
believe he is here.” 

Daly is 4 years old and has been in the 
government service for sixteen years. For- 
merly he was employed in the rete!) etamp 
department, but three years ago he was pro- 
moted to the head of the wholesale depart- 
ment. He was considered a model employé 
until his disappearance, which occurred just 
ae a general inspection of the postoffice de- 
partments was begun by Gen. Stuart. 

‘When Daly failed to come to work last 
Tuesday morning a score of inspectors were 
put to work on the books and accounts of his 


department and the $8,500 shortage wae dis- 


covered.

LOAN SHARK TRICK 


Women Lured to County Hos-| 


pital by Reports That Hus- 
bands Were Injured. 


FACTS GIVEN BY WIVES. 


For more than a year authorities at the 
County hospital have been seeking to find 
the perpetrators of a practice that carried 
anguish into Chicago homes. 

Mothers and wives have been the victims 
of anonymous messengers who visited, their 
residences and told them that male members 
of their families were dying at the County 
hospital, the victims of some terrible acci- 
dent. When the women, hysterical with 
shock and sorrow, hurried to the County 
institution they learned that the stories were 
untrue. 

Until yesterday the acts had been laid at 
the door of some flenish individual! with the 
perverted idea of a practical joke. But now 
the trick is attributed to the “loan shark 
trust.”’ 


‘‘Palse Alarmes’’ Are Revealed. 

The motive of the “ loan sharks ” is pointed 
out ag mereenary. Unfortunate men who 
borrowed from the ‘2 per cent a monthere ”’ 
and found themselves in arrears were those 
at which the syndicate is said to have almed. 

It is explained that an hysterica! mother or 
wife might be led easily to tell a stranger 
at the hospital where the man worked, how 
much money he had, or where he kept it—in 
short, divulge information that would aid the 
‘‘ sharks ’’ in a court proceeding. 

Among a score of false alarme during the 
last month were those delivered to the resi- 
dences of Patrick Sharkey, 1122 West Con- 
gress street; Mrs. Doyle, Archer avenue and 
Loomis street, and Mrs. Wolf, 1142 West 
Sixty-@eventh street. 

Mrs. Doyle has identified the agent of a 
Clark street loan agency as the one respon- 
sible for the fake message. She also learned 
the next day that the wages of her husband 
had been garnisheed. 


Told Husband Was Hurt by Car. 

The Sherkey case serves to show the bar- 
parity of the method. Mrs. Sharkey. was sit- 
ting In her rooms some days &go with an 
ailing child when a young man knocked vio- 
lently on her door. When she opened it he 
stepped within and told her that her hus- 
band had just been knocked down by a street 
car and fatally injured. 

The woman gasped in terror, while the 
stranger went on to say that he had been 
taken to the County hospital. Then he in- 
quired where Mr. Sharkey was employed, 
“go he could notify the firm.” The woman 
did not know. She left her sick baby and 
hurried bareheaded to the hospital seven 
blocks distant to find her husband was not 
there. The sick child was left on the bed 
sobbing violently over fte father’s supposed 
fatal injuries. 

Push Bills to Stop Evils. 

Since the Supreme court in 1900 declared 
as unconstitutionel the law of 1905 restrict- 
ing the operations of loan sharks an effort 
has been made by friends of the working 
clagses to have enacted state legislation that 


bills have been referred to the committee on 
labor and industria) affairs and that commit- 
tee will draft a committee bill based on what 
it believes to be the best points of all these 


measures, 

The bill by Representative William Tudor 
ApMadoc is believed to be the most effective 
measure. It has the indorsement of the 
Legal Aid society, the Industrial club, and 
other local organizations. 


SPHINX MYSTERY SOLVED 
BY A HARVARD PROFESSOR. 


Strangely Sculptured Rock Found to 
Represent Chephren, Who Reigned 
More than Four Thousand Years Ago. 


Boston, Mass., April 10.—[Special.]—The 
mystery of the great sphinx, which has puz- 
zled scholars for ages, has been solved by a 
Harvard man, Prof. George A. Reisner. It 
is a sculptured portrait of Chephren, a 
Pharaoh of Egypt of the fourth dynasty, 
who ruled in the year 2850 B. C. 

The announcement of the solution of the 
mystery was made today at the opening of 
the exhibition of the collection of the Har- 
vard Egyptian expedition at the Boston Mu- 
seum of Fine Arts. The'discovery was made 
during the recent archelogical expedition 
sent to the land of the « haraohs by Harvard 
and the Museum of Fine Arts, in charge 
of Prof. Reisner. The proof which settles 
the identity of the monument was unearthed 
in recent excavations in Egypt. 

“The mystery of the sphinx has been 
cleared up at last.”’ Prof. Reisner says. ‘‘ The 
final proof that the sphinx temple was the 
tomb of Chephren has been delivered. Ex- 
actly those characteristics found on the 
sphinx were found in the statues of Myceri- 
nus, a nephew of Chephren, and of course of 
the same period, which we dug up. 

“The head is the portrait of Chephren, the 
king who built the second pyrainid and whose 
artists carved the guardian sphinx out ofa 
knob of natural rock.” 

In the Boston Art museum, standing in 
majestic dignity with his queen, is a statue 
of King Mycerinus. In the king’s ear and 
on the side of his face is red paint. This 
paint, together with some plaits in his head- 
dress on a statue in Catro, brought about 
the solution of the mystery. 

The statuee of Mycerinus were dug up by 
Prof. Reisner: Having compared the char- 
acteristice of the Mycerinus statues with 
that of the sphinx, Prot Reisner makes hie 


announcements.

BOODLE OFFICIAL 


Ald. Tony Reinwald of Chica- 
go Heights Asked to Re- | 
sion for Graft Levy. 


OUSTED BY THE COUNCIL. 


By unanimous vote of the city counci) of 
Chicago Heights in a stormy session last 
night Tony Reinwald, alderman, and chalir- 
man of the police and license committee, was 
asked to resign at once after affidavits charg- 
ing him wth collecting tribute from disorder- 
ly resorts and slot machine owners had been 
submitted to the board of aldermen. 

Reinwald, who is a saloonkeeper, is said to 
have been collecting $200 a month from places 
where slot machines were operated and $a 
month from disorderly resorts in the suburb. 


Say Saloon Man Confessed. 

The council was informed that he had 
admitted the charges, and when Mayor J. C. 
Mote put the question the other nine alder- 
men of the city voted to demand his resigna- 
tion both from the police and license com- 
mittee and from the council. 

Reinwald was not present at the meeting, 
but it is said he will eaomply with the demand. 

The exposure of the alderman is due to the 
hot political fight in progress in the village, 
where the Citizens’ party le seeking to wrest 
from the Progressive party the control of 
the suburb. The latter party now has contro) 
of the majority in the council and the prin- 
clpal officers of the city 


Rough Tactics Cause Investigation. 

During the campaign, which will end with 
the election next Tuesday, the Citizens’ party 
meetings bave been interrupted by followers 
of Reinwald. The tactics of his party in the 
halls where the meetings have been held led 
to an investigaton into the existence of pro- 
tected resorts and gambiing houses. 

Affidavits thet Reinwald had been paid for 
protecting resorts and gambling places were 
signed by H. M. Scott, W. H. BeckMann, and 
Dudley Pearson, leaders in the Citizens’ 
party. They said he had collected tribute 
for three years past, and gave the names of 
some of the places alleged to have paid him 


for not interfering with them. 
A fuller investigation is to be made and 
others in the city government may be impli- 


cated. 


TRY TO HOLD UP CHICAGO 
TRAIN, BUT NERVE FAILS. 


Bandits Stop Cars and Fire on Brake- 
man, but Do Not Attempt to Carry 
Their Plans Further. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 10.—There was an 
unsuccessful attempt to hold up the Chicago, 
St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omahe train to- 
night near Midvale, six miles from here. 

The engineer noticed a red light on the 
track ahead and stopped the train. The fire- 
man, investigating, found that the lantern 
rested on rallroad ties piled across the track. 
The brakeman, who went to the rear to pro- 
tect the train, was fired upon by some one in 
the dark. Only one shot was fired, and it 
went wide. | 

The track was cleared, and the train pro- 
ceeded to Chicago. Loca! officials think that 
the bandits did not have the nerve to carry

FILL SUPERIOR AND CIRCUIT COURTS 


VOTE TODAY. 

Polls for today’s judical primaries will 
open at 6 A. M. and close at 5 P. M. 
Five candidates are to be nominated by 
each party—-foar for judges of the Sua- 
perior court and one for judge of the 
Circuit court. Employes who gave 
notice yesterday may take two hours 
“‘off’’ for the purpose of voting, without 
loss of pay. Those may vote who are 
registered inthe precinct where they live. 


Slatemakers, although rebuffed by the par- 
ties’ county managing committees, developed 
a sudden activity yesterday afternoon and 
night in anticipation of today’s judicial pri- 


| maries. 


Their efforts were directed at the ward or- 
ganizations, either regular or factional, and 
many clubs indorsed from tnree to seven 
candidates for the five places fur which nom- 
inations are to be made. 

Concert, however, was found to be imposst- 
ble in view of the lack of a central dictation, 
and the result was that there will be almos¢ 
as many slates for both Republicans and 
Democrats as there are wards. Most regular 
Republican clubs met, Merriam progressives 
having decided not to take a hand, while 
among the Democrats the Harrison, Dunne, 
and... Sullivan Nnes were « 
though not with the tightness of the mayer- 
alty primartes. 


Favor Kavanagh and McSurely. 

All the Republican siates, so far as report- 
ed, carried the names of Judges Marcus A. 
Kavanagh and William H. McSurely, candt- 
dates for re@lection to the Superior bench. 
They topped the Republican list in the pri- 
mary of the Chicago Bar association, and 
other aspirants wished them on the ticket on 
the theory that their names would add 
strength. for the election in November. 

They also have an advantageous position 
on the officia) ballot, Judge Kavanagh being 
first and Jucge McSurely third In the list of 
seventeen aspirants, the second name being 
William L. Reed of the Thirty-second ward. 

Other than Judges McSurely and Kavanagh 
the Republican ward slates varied chiefly be- 
cause of the residence of the candidates. If 
a ward had a “ favorite son ’’ he was named 
as a matter of local! pride, while if there was 
none he was preferred in adjoining territory. 
For this reason the Lake View wards inclined 
to George T. Kelly, who lives in Evanston. 


Districts Choose Standards. 

John H. Hume, fourth fn the bar primary, 
had strong support on the north side because 
of his residence in the Twenty-first ward. 
Municipal Judge E. A. Dieker, from the Thir- 
teenth ward, was on severa! west side slates. 
Assistant Corporation Counse? Robert N., 
Holt of the Twenty-seventh ward relied espe- 
cially on the northweet side. 

Ex-State Senator Charles L. Billings, who 
represented the First district In the upper 
house at Springfie!d. had a host of friends on 
the south side. Charles L. Billings Is ia- 
dorsed in a circular signed by a large number 
of members of the Chicago bar, among them 
Lessing Rosenthal. Herrick, Alien & Martin, 
W. D. McIlvaine, Charlés H. Hamill, 8. 8. 
Gregory, John Barton Payne, James F. Mea- 
gher, and Congressman Lynden Evans. The 
country towns to the west rallied to Andrew 
J. Redmond of Oak Park. 

There Was no Republican candidate without 
some organization indorsement, but one 
whose name appeared frequently, was former 
Superior Court Judge Henry V. Freeman, 
now a master in chancery by appointment of 
his Democratic conquerer last autumn, Judge 
Richard E. Burke. Mr. Freeman ran third in 
the bar primary, one vote behind Judge Kav- 
anagh. 

Seeks to Recover Lost Place. 

Like Mr. Freeman, Albert C. Barnes is 
another candidate for his former place on 
the Superior bench, which he lost in Novem- 
ber’s Democratic avalanche. Others who 
filed petitions are Assistant Corporation 
Counsel George M- Bagby, George BH. Bar- 
rett, who is Coroner Hoffman's personal at- 
torney; Assistant City Prosecutor Frank N. 
Hillis, Harvey Strickler, B. F. Langworthy, 
and Morton T. Culver, who lives in Glencoe. 

For the single Circuit eourt place there 
was a wide variance of selection among the 
Republican ward clubs, although many slates 
carried the name of Thomas Taylor, Jr. 
when none of the other ten candidates waga 
“favorite son.” This was partly because 
Mr. Taylor was the nominee of the party 
defeated in November and partly because he 
topped the bar association's primary. 


Support Widely Distributed. 

Second place on the official ballot is held 
by a Hyde Park attorney, Charies T. Farson, 
He ran third fn the bar primary, behind for- 
mer Asaistant Probate Judge Nigien H. 
Welch of the Thirteenth ward. 

Strong support also was enjoyed by the 
three candidates who, in the bar primary, 
ran fourth, fifth, and sixth—Municipal Judge 
Arnold Heap, Robert 8S. Lies, and McKengie 
Cleland. ‘Judge Heap has a personal fol- 
lowing in the Fourteenth ward and other 
northwest territory. Mr. les is prominent 
in the Royal league. Mr. Cleland's ideas an 
a model parole law have won attention, : 

Jobn D. Farrell, an attorney who orgeniged 
the South Chicago Labor and Trades assem. 
bly, has directed his campeign chiefiy te 
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enlisting labor Wace Thomas J. Holmes, 
James A. Patterson, and Adolph Marks aiso 
filed petitions. 

The greatest activity in slate making for 
the Superior court bench on the Democratic 
side has been by the Harrison men. What 
appeared to be a widespread attempt by the 
Harrison men to shelve Judge Joseph H. 
Fitch, who ran first in the bar primary, Was 
in evidence at night. In several wards where 
his name was inchided in siates because he 
was the only Democrat now on the bench 
seeking reélection there was reported an un- 
derstanding that votes were to be diverted.

The liveliest Democratic fight of the cam- 
paign’s eve developed over the Circuit court 
nomipation. The Harrison men had shown 
an inclination to back Sigmund Zeisler, who 
led the bar primary with one vote more than 
John P. McGoorty, but within the last twen- 
ty-four hours there has been exerted some 
influence to line up that faction for Daniel 
4 G. Ramsay, who had 48 votes in\the bar pri- 
mary that gave Zeisler 479 and McGoorty 478. 

This situation made a three-cornered fight, 
with the partisans of Zeisler, McGoorty, and 
Ramsay each confident. Israel Cowen and 
Leon Hornstein also are on the ticket.

Left City in Fear. 

The witness continued with thestory which 
has already been told of her arrival in Chi- 
cago and her stay at the Hotel Grace, where 
she unfolded her story to Henry J. Bohn. 

“Mr. Bohn had told me he would protect 
me and my name, but when he end his attor- 
neys told me that I would have to go before 
the coroner I became frightened,” said the 
woman, “and I left the city.”’

“TI did not want to let my husband know 
where I had been stopping in Chicago.

Railroads to the northwest announce a 
new freight tariff, submitted a week ‘ago to 
the interstate commerce commission. It be- 
comes effective thirty days from date. The 
Northwestern, the St. Paul, and the “ Soo " 
lines are the railroads involved. 


Fight Freight Rate Raise. 
Chicago receives a large part of its ice sup- 
ply from the northwest, and this city will be 
the chief sufferer if the new schedule goes 


through. 

Fifteen leading Chicago ice companies are 
opposing the new tariff. John 8. Field, presi- 
dent of the Knickerbocker Ice company, 
stated yesterday that his company had em- 
ployed counsel to push its case. 

“In the territory from Ohlo to the Missouri 
river, and as far south as Springfield,” he 
said, “there was only a two-thirds ice crop 
this winter. Conditions near Chicago were 
better, but we are between 350,000 and 400,000 
tons short of the normal supply. This may 
be enough. Itall depends upon the weather.”

ON BIG ISSUES 


Initiative and Referendum 
and Employes’ Compensa- 
tion Ideas Favored. 


HITCH ON MINOR POINTS 


Illinois Legislators Hope to 
Reach Agreement on. Meas- 
ures This Week. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, I/L, April 10.—[ Special. }—Com- 
promise on two of the biggest propositions be- 
fore the lagislature—initiative and refer- 
endum and employés’ compensation—is in 
the air. 

The tentative compromise resolution on the 
initiative and referendum has been drafted 
by Senators Hay of Springfield and Magill of 
Princeton and will be handled in the house 
by Representative Pervier of Sheffield, who is 
president of the Farmers’ club, numbering 
forty-five members of the senate and house. 

The resolution provides that legislation may 
be initiated by a petition of 8 per cent of the 
vote cast at the last preceding election for 
State treasurer. When submitted at the gen- 
eral election, jt Must carry a majority of the 
votes cast. Thy is shall not be enacted by 
the succeeding Yegislature, unless at least 5 
per cent of the members of eaca house vote 
for it. 


Plans for the Referendum. 

The referendum shal) apply to all acts of 
the legislature which are not emergency 
acts or which are not appropriation bilis for 
the ordinary expenses of the state depart- 
ments and institutions. 

Acts open to the referendum shall not be 
come operative for thirty days following 
their passage and during the thirty cays 1 
per cent of the referendum petition, ft se- 
cured, shall hold it for an additional sixty 
days, during which period the remaining 4 
per cent of necessary signatures shall be 
secured. If the petition fails, the law be- 
comes operative automatically at the expira- 
tion of the ninety days. If the petition is se- 
cured the act. goes to referendum at the 
November election and if approved by a 
majority of the votes cast, with the state 
treasurer vote as a basis, the law becomes 
operative on the succeeding Jan. 1. For both 
the initiative and referendum it is provided 
that no more than ») per cent of the petition 
shell come from Cook county. 


On Compensation to Employes, 

Qa the employés’ compensation bill the 
compromise amendments suggested are in the 
hands of Representative King of Galesburg, 
Chairman of the house on labor. He expects 
to put them into the pension bill, already 
passed by the senate and now before his com- 
mittee. They will provide that the employé 
shall have the option to proceed under the 
present laws, written or unwritten, or under 
the terms of the so-calle@ compensation act. 

The Farmers’ club has taken a strong hand 
in the intense fight which is on over the bill. 
Representative Pervier said the club will be 
satisfied with an amendment which will elim- 
inate the farmers from the provisions of the 
bill or elee authorize all employers, includ-

Springfield, Ill., April 10.—[Special.]—Not 
more than two votes separate the wet and dry 
forces in the house. Upon the eve of the 
most bitter fight ever waged over the loca] 
option question in the Illinois legislature, 
neither s'ie is boasting of victory. 

The county local option bill will comeé up on 
second reading on Wednesday, when the 
anti-local option forces will try to strike 
{rom the bill its enacting clause and end 
county local option for this session at least. 

The wet leaders also hope to call up the 
Curran bill, which would annul the exist- 
ing township option law by making the in- 
corporated city or village the-unit of voting. 
This bill now is on second reading.. 


Compromise May Be Made. 

There may be a compromise which will 
kill the county option bill and permit the ex- 
isting statute to remain on the books. 

The option fight has been delayed pending 
the settlement of the election contests, of 
which there were fifteen when the session 
opened. Now the elections committee is pre- 
pared to report that all of the sitting ntem- 
bers are entitled to their seats as a result of 
the hearings, arguments, and recounts of the 
ballots in five of the contested districts. 


Expect Aid from Chicago. 

The wets are looking for assistance from 
Chicago, anticipating the arrival of a delega- 
tion which will contain members of the city 
council who are coming to Springfieki to 
strengthen the backbone of two or three 
wabbly Cook county members with the argu- 
ment that a county option bil) might put the 
saloons of Chicago out of commission. Many 
anti-saloon workers also are expected to 
come in tomorrow. 

Kentucky Town Ousts Liquor. 

Pembroke, Ky, April 10.—In a local option 
election today the “ drys’”’ won by 31 votes 
Pembroke now has four saloons.

GRAFT UNDERMINING EVIL.

Indorses Reeall for Cities, but Not in 
Wider Field. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., April 10.—[Special.)— 
Senator Lafe Young of Iowa told the senate 
today how cities should be governed. He 
said the commission form of administration 
as it is working today in his home city, Des 
Moines, is the only solution of the evils of 
misgovernment to which American mu- 
nicipalities are heir. 

“Graft is the undermining evil of mu- 
nicipal government today,” he said. “It is 
almost as bad everywhere as it wae in the 
case of the Arkansag man who discovered 
a knot hole in the bottom of a bin in his em- 
ployers’ grain elevator. He stopped it up 
with a cob, but every night he went to the 
elevator, removed the cob, and filled his 
sacks with the grain that ran out. Every 
night for twenty-five years he stole a wagon 
load of grain, and when he died he under- 
took to will the knothole to his heirs. 


Too Many City Officials. 

“ There are too many officials governing, or 
rather misgoverning, our cities. In one town 
in Michigan there are so many city officials 
that if they all should go away at the same 
time there wouldn't be enough men left in the 
town to milk the cows. 

“The commission form -of government is 
the best plan and the commissioners should 
all be elected at the same time to serve for 
two years. The beatty of that Is that when 
the people get real angry they can go.to the 
polls and make a clean sweep, just like the 
farmer boy with his shotgun who finds a 
row of prairie chickens roosting on the top 


rail of a fence. 


Indorses Recall for Cities. 

“ We never complain of paving inspectors; 
we complain to the commissioner having 
charge of the work. We never go to the 
subordinate. Wegotohis boss. No commis- 
sioner is entirely independent in his de- 
partment, The law does not give him a de- 
partment. His associate commissioners 
could change him from one department to an- 
otBer. 

“Our eity charter has the recall. I in- 
aorsed the recall] feature as applied to mu- 
nicipal governments; I do not indorse it in 
a wider fleld. We have the initiative and the 
referendum. I think these provisions might 
be beneficial in cities, but wholly impracti- 
cable in Btates. 

‘*Governing municipalities is a business 
proposition and in no-sense political. Cut 
out the city hail. Cut out the city council. 
Ninety per cent of all municipa! functions 
are executive and not legislative; yet every 
municipal government has been organized on 
the supposition that at least one-half of the 
municipal functions were legislative.”

SCREWS PUT ON THE HOUSE. 


Asquith Takes Steps to Expedite Ac- 
tion on the Veto Bill. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 
LONDON, April 10.—In the commons to- 
night the government began putting the 
screws on the house with a view of hastening 
‘the passage of the veto bill through the com- 
mittee stages. The Unionists have more than 
1,000 amendments, and in spite of prolonged 
discussion few of them were disposed of last 
week. It was recognized that if the opposi- 
tion could keep up its tactics the bill would 
occupy the attention of the house for an in- 
terminable period. 
In view of this Premier Asquith used the 
power given him by his majority to pass the 
so-called kangaroo closure, by means of 
which the chairman of the committee is en- 
abled to select certain amendments for dis- 
cussion... He thus is able to jump over the 
intervening ones kangaroo fashion. With 
the passage of the closure the jumping began 
without delay. This aroused the ndignation 
of the opposition, which roared in anger when 
a number of amendments were passed over 
arbitrarily. ‘ 
During part of the evening Winston 
Churchill, the home secretary, had charge of 
the measure and, as usual, this aroused the 
ire of the members of the opposition. Lord 
Htgh Cecil had his customary fling at Mr. 
Churchill, and this drew down upon the no- 
bleman a rebuke from the chairman of the 
committee. The government is determined 
to shorten the discussion at all hazards, and 
will adopt even more drastic tactics after the 
Easter recess.

CASE IN HIGHEST COURT. 


Damage Suit Against Railroad 
Is Ordered Back to IIlli- 
nois Tribunal. 


Washington, D. C., April 10.—The Supreme 
court of the United States today gave its at- 
tention to the story of a Boston nurse giri 
who was lost in the city of Chicago during the 
world’s fair. 

The girl was Miss Mabel Allen, an orphan 
with no brothers or sisters. She called one 
day in 1896 on a cousin, George Nelson, at 
West Pullman, Il. From that day to thie 
neither relative nor friend hag heard from 
her. 

In 1899 she became entitled, as heir-at-law 
under the will of Jonathan Merry, who died 
in Boston in 1828, to a portion of $27,000 paid 
to the Merry estate by the government in 
settlement of a “ French spoliation clatm.” 

Under a statute in Massachusetts five cous- 
ins, George Nelson, Robert J. Fisher of Chi- 
cago, Emma E. Thomas of Mandao, La; 
Bianche M. Umbach and John T. Sherburne 
of New Orleans, claim Miss Allen’g share. 
The court receiver, having the money in cus- 
tody, contends that the law is unconstitu- 
tional. 

Technical Shifts Swept Away. 

An. Illinois lawsuit constituting a typical 
example of the technical legal shifts and 
obstructione assailed by President Taft com- 
pleted) one round of the courts today and was 
sent back to its home state by the United 
States supreme tribunal. : 

Five years ago Harold R. Wellman wae 
killed on a crossing in the village of Berwyn, 
a suburb of Chicago, by a Burlington traim 
Erastus W. Willard, representing the estate, 
brought suit for $10,000 damages egainat the 
railroad in the city court of Aurora. AdJbert 
J. Hopkins, at that time Unfted States sen- 
ator, represented the company. He opposed 
the damage claim on the ground that the 
engine which killed Wellman was not oper- 
ated by the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
railroad company, but by the Chicago, Bur- 
Mngtom and Quincy reilway company, an 
Iowa lessee. Im compliance with the sena- 
tor’s representations, Judge Healy permitted 
a transfer of the case to the United States 
, Ctroult court. 

‘In June, 1907, Federal Circuit Judge Francis 
M. Wrieht directed the jury to bring ina ver- 
dict tn favor of the railroad company. W1II- 
laré appealed to the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
which ordered the case returned to the state 
courts. From this decision the railroad com- 
pany appealed to the Supreme court, which in 
turn holds that the jurisdiction is in the state 
courts, for the reason that under the Iilinois 
lew both the Dlinois lessor company and the 
lowa lessee are held liable for damages re- 
guitine. from the operation of the railroad. 

Ruling Bears on Reciprocity. 

The customs court in a decision: today held 
in effect that the so-called “ favored nation ” 
clause in the existing commercial treaties 
with England, France, and Germany does 
* mot restrict the United States in effecting the 
proposed reciprocity agreement with Canada, 

The Supreme court sustained the so-called 
Grant patent, covering a system of setting 
rubber tires on carriage wheels. The point 
wae brought to the court by the Diamond 
Rubber company of New York, which had 
been enjoined by the Circuit court of the 
United States for the southern district of 
New York from infringing the Grant patent.

United States Appellate Court 
Orders New Trial of Case. 


AMOUNT INVOLVED $232,240 


Lower Tribunal Erred in the Union 
Matter Is New Finding. 


New York, April 10.—The long standing 
controversy between the Danbury, Conn., 
hatters and the union, known as the United 
Hatters of North America, was brought up 
again today by a reversal of the judgment 


for $232,240.12 which Loewe & Oo. of Dan: 


bury obtained as damages for the union's 
alleged boycott of the hat manufacturers’ 
interstate business. 

The United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
on a writ of error, set aside the judgment of 
the Circuit court in Connecticut and ordered 
a new trial. 


Damages Trebled. 

The verdict upon which judgment Wes 
originally entered was practically direated 
by the court, which left to the jurors merely 
the matter of damages ae the “ only question 
with which they could properly conoern 
themspelves.’’ The jury assessed the damages 
at $74,000, which, in accordance with the 
conspiracy provision of the Sherman law, 
the court trebled. 

The opinion rendered today finds that the 
lower court erred in directing the verdict. 


Violation of Anti-Trust Law. 

The opinion continues that “it is needless 
to inquire whether boycotts generally or this 
particular variety of boyoott are or are not 
unlawful, or under the statutes of some par- 
tioular state,” but declares that “if it Is 
shown that individuals combined to induce 
@ manufacturer engaged in interstate com- 
merce to conduct his business ae they wish it 
should be such obstruction is a violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust law.” 

Discussing the points raised on appeal, 
tt says the assignment of error, which is 
upheld, is the action of the trial judge in 
taking the case from the jury and “ himself 
deciding every question except the amount 
of damages.”’

Waturally Tinted Butter Substitute Not 


Covered by Internal Revenue Stat 


ates, Says Collector. 


Oleomargarine dealers have found a way to 
avoid paying the expensive tax for selling the 
colored product and at the same time ob- 
serve the letter of the statutes governing 
the sale of oleomargarine, according to Sam- 
vel M. Fitch, collector of internal revenue. 

Mr. Fitch asserts that through the ruse 
edopted by dealers the government is losing 
$300,000 annually, and the public is buying 
@ poorer grade of oleomargarine at the price 
of the best grade. 

The ‘* discovery,” which is a method of 
manufacturing oleomargarine which has a 
natural tint, and need not be colored, but 
which is of inferior quality to the white oleo- 
margarine, makes oleo ‘‘moonshining” a 
thing of the past. According to Mr. Fitch, 


however, the method of manufacturing the | 
product with a natural color is not new, but 


is being adopted more generally. since the 
prosecution of the “‘ moonshiners.”’

SHIPWRECK COSTS 20 LIVES. 


Gulf of Georgia Boat Turns Turtle~ 
Eleven of Those on Board 
Saved. 


Victoria, B. C., April 10.—It is believed that 
twenty lives were lost when the steamer Iro- 
quols, plying between Sidney, Vancouver 
island, and the islands of the Gulf of Georgia, 
capsized soon after leaving Sidney today. 

Four passengers and seven members of the 
crew were saved and four members of the 
crew and probably sixteen passengers were 
drowned. 

The passengers saved drifted ashore with 
life buoys almost exhausted. 

When the Iroquois foundered part of the 
upper works were left above water and per- 
sons ashore could see the survivors clinging 
to the wreck. The swirl of the waters soon 
tore off the house and the sea was covered 
with wreckage, amid which men and women 
struggled for their lives.

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WIDOWS SEEK LEGAL AID 


Survivors of Stockyards Fire 
Victims Continue Fight. 


WANT THEIR CASH AT ONCE. 


Trustees Will Obey Only Court Order 
for Change in Plan. 


Widows of the firemen killed in the stock- 
yards fire yesterday sought lega) aid in their 
fight for the immediate payment of their per- 
sonal share of the $210,000 collected for them 
and their children. Harlow N. Higinbotham, 
chairman of the trustees who have the fund 
in charge, asserted that there would be no 
material change in the plan of distribution 
of the fund unless by an order of court. 

Although the $210,000 is held in trust, the 
amount that each widow and child will get 
has been determined. Under the plan of the 
trustees the children will receive their shares 
upon reaching the ages of 25 years for the 
boys and 21 for the girls. Not until the 
youngest child becomes of age will a mother 
receive her share. In the meantime the ben- 


‘eficiaries will receive the income from the 


fund, which is to be invested in first class 
securities bearing an average of 4% per cent 


‘interest. Each widow will recéive about $35 


@ month and $8 a month additional for each 
child. 

The widows are demanding the payment 
now of their share, and have employed At- 
torneys John Coburn, W. H. Barnum, and 
David D. Stanbury to get it for them. They 
have no objection to the holding in trust of 
the sum apportioned to their children.

Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, Superintendent of Schools, —

The proper method of instruction is for the 
pupil to be taken to warm shallow water, or 
if the water fs over bis head he should be 
provided with water wings. These latter 
devices are the most perfect known for aid- 
ing the pupt! to acquire correct stroke. They 
hold him up while be acquires a perfect mo- 
tion, and he thus can guide the muscular 
movements that are known as the crawl 
stroke or the trudgean, as the case may be. 


Water Wings Aid to Beginner, 

The oft-repeated assertion made by swim- 
ming inetructors that water wings give « 
false support and do the pupil more harm 
than good is absurd. That a swimmer will 
rely op the wings after he had learned the 
| stroke Is not borne out by facts, for the wings 
then become an obstruction, as the swimmer 
can glide farther each stroke without them. 
My trouble has been that the pupil always 
has been too ready to discard the wings, and 
I have had my troubles making them under-
